d. The claimed isolated MHC class l-restricted epitope peptide derived from survivin 
and composition thereof, said epitope peptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 5, wherein the 
epitope peptide has a C50 value, defined as the concentration of the peptide required for 
half-maximal binding to HLA-A2, which is at most 20 uM , is not taught or suggested by 
the prior art.
